Author- 
izes the  licensing  of  public  warshousemen  to  store  agricultural  products  moving 
in  interstate  commerce;  requires  licensed  war ehou semen: to  maintain- bonds;  ' 
authorizes  the  licensing  of  samplers,  weighers,  and  graders;  permits  inspection 
of  licensed  warehouses;  specifies  the  information  to  be  shown  on  a  warehouse
